cannot  be  uttered.” 

This,  Mr.  Elditor,  is  honestly  the  real  construc¬ 
tion  put  upon  the  text,  unless  I  have  misunder¬ 
stood  it.  Perhaps  I  have.  Possibly  they  mean 
the  toul,  instead  of  the  body.  If  so,  then  it  will 
run  thus,  “We,”  that  is,  our  spirits  or  souls, 
“  know  not  what  we  should  pray  for  as  we  ought;” 
but  the  “spirit,”  that  is  our  “spirit,  helpeth 
our  infirmities,”  that  is,  the  “  infirmities”  of  our 
spirits.  So  also,  “  the  Spirit  itself,”  that  is,  our 
“spirit  itself  maketh  intercession  for  us;”  that 
is,  for  our  spirits,  “  with  groanings  which  cannot 
be  uttered.’’ 

One  or  the  other  of  these  two,  roust  be  the 
meaning  of  the  new  construction  put  upon  the 
text  You,  and  your  readers,  may  call  it  sense, 
or  nonsense,  as  you  please.  It  is  not  the  inven¬ 
tion  of  common  people.  They  know  too  much, 
or  too  little,  to  do  such  things.  It  is  the  work  of 
men,  who,  after  all,  are  very  far  from  being  idi¬ 
ots. 

It  is  not  without  pain  that  I  see  such  an  use 
made  of  the  word  of  God ;  but  when  it  is  done, 
and  pains  are  taken  to  make  common  Christians 
so  believe,  I  do  think  the  error,  or  absurdity,  or 
whatever  it  may  be  called,  should  be  exposed,  in 
the  clearest  manner.  It  is  high  time  that  things 
should  be  called  by  their  proper  names,  so  that 
every  body  can  understand  them.  Again — 

Will  the  spirit  of  man,  of  any  man,  help  his 
own  infirmities,  and  make  intercession  for  him, 
with  unutterable  groans,  except  it  be  by  the  Holy 
Spirit?  Who  ever  did  pray  in  this  manner, 


Again,  if  these  were  the  neeestary  means, 
ought  not  this  iniquity  and  oppression  be  called 
by  a  better  name  ?  Where  is  the  propriety  of 
calling  that  which  is  the  neeestary  means,  of  a 
juttiJiMle  end,  iniquitous  and  oppressive  ?  And 
I  suppose  that  Paul’s  preaching  the  gospel  at 
Rome,  is  considered  by  all  a  justifiable  object. 

Or  which  is  the  same  thing,  does  not  a  justifi¬ 
able  end  (dways  justify  the  means  necessary  to  the 
attainment  of  that  end  ? 

Once  more.  Is  not  the  frequent  use  of  such  lan¬ 
guage  as  I  have  quoted,  the  occasion  of  much  of 
th^ractieai  fatalism  every  where  met  with? 

The  iniquitous  oppressors  of  Paul,  on  reading 
such  a  paraOTaph,  would  have  been  very  ready 
to  reply,  “  Where  is  our  guilt,  and  how  could 
we  have  avoided  the  act?  Why  charge  upon  us 
iniquity  and  oppression  ?  For  the  Lord  had  de¬ 
termined  that  Paul  should  go  to  Rome,  and  our 
acts  were  the  necessary  means ;  how  could  we 
have  avoided  them,  or  how  can  we  be  justly  re¬ 
garded  as  guilty.^”  And  would  there  not  be 
some  ground  for  such  a  reply  ?

4.  That  the  consideration  of  the  Spirit’s  act- 
iltf  upon  the  hearts  of  sionera,  convincing  them 
ox  sin,  is  closely  pressed  as  a  reason  why  they 
should  repent  immediately. 

5.  The  impenitent  are  assured  that  Christ  in¬ 
tercedes  for  sinners,  whereby  they  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  repent. 

Lastly- the  church  is  likely  to  be  foil  of  false 
professors. 

It  may  be  that  I  am  wrong  in  attributing  all 
this  to  Ifyper  Calvinism,  and  perhaps  his  honor 
of  Brooke  county,  ought  to  come  in  for  a  share 
of  the  plunder.  His  honor,  however,  has  so 
nmch'  to  do  with  the  mire  and  mud,  that  his 
frietid  Andrew  has  cast  upon  him,  that  it  seems 
best  te  let  him  alone.  H.  F. 


Now  every  discriniinsting  Christian  can  see, 
that  none  of  the  persons  above  described  can  be 
justly  called  either  penitents  or  mourners  for  “in. 


the  old  Roman.  And  if  we  cannot  be  put  down, 
or  made  to  appear  so  bad,  that  the  people  will 
withdraw  confidence  from  us,  by  charging  us 
with  holding  the  Westminster  Confession,  then 
the  experiment  must  be  made,  by  charging  us 
with  having  “  come  over  on  to  Methudisti 
ground.” 

We  show  that  neither  is  true,  in  the  sense  in 
which  it  is  charged  against  us,  but  that  whife 
these  confessions  “for  the  substance  thereof,” 
express  the  general  system  of  faith,  in  which  all 
the  evangelical  churches  agree,  yet  neither  our 
churches,  nor  individuals,  ministers  or  members, 
are  “  bound  by  what  they  contain.”  According 
to  our  understanding,  Christians  and  churches 
ought  not  to  be  bound  by  any  thing,  but  the 
word  of  G(m1.  No  human  authority  has  a  right 
to  bind  the  faith  or  the  conscience.  And  if  the 
members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
have  suffered  themselves  to  be  bound,  it  is  no 
reason  why  thev  should  insist  on  our  coming  in¬ 
to  similar  tom/age  to  the  commandments  ol  men. 
On  the  contrary,  we  will  invite  and  encourage 
them  to  burst  the  bonds  and  embrace  the  liberty, 
wherewith  Christ  has  made  u*free — of  receiving 
our  faith,  -tnd  regulating  our  conscience,  directly 
and  solely  from  the  bible. 

But  here  our  editor  stops  us  again,  in  the  same 
article,  as  follows  : 

Others  have  affirmed  that  they  acknowledse  no  printed 
confeasinn  of  faith,  as  a  standard,  and  no  author  whether 
dead  or  livine,  but  the  bible  only,  and  such  confession  of 
Faith  as  the  church  in  a  particular  place  shall  adopt.  At 
every  coorinentator  and  every  public  teacher  of  relixiou 
claims  the  right  of  putting  his  own  iuterpretatiou  on  the 
I  bible,  and  as  we  know  not  what  particular  articles  of  faith 
a  church  has  adopted,  we  say  to  all  such  we  know  not 
I  what  you  believe.  Tou  may  be,  for  ought  we  know  to.the 
contra^,  a  Calvinist,  an  Arminian,  a  Unitanan,  Cmveraa- 
list,  or  Hell-redemptioner  ;  for  all  these  aeets  mofess  to 
derive  their  principles  of  Mlieffrom  the  bible,  and  to  adopt 
some  summaries  of  doctrine  and  rules  of  practise,  aceoro- 
ing  with  their  views  of  truth  and  duty. 

Has  this  editor  then  so  little  discrimination  in 
religious  matters,  that  he  can  ascertain  the  evan¬ 
gelical  character  of  a  church  only  by  going  to 
tlieir  record  book,  to  examine  their  confession  of 
faith  ?  Where  the  gospel  is  preached,  with  the 


Penitence  is  invariably  the  fruit  of  love,  for  cer¬ 
tainly  no  man  was  ever  sorry  for  having  injured 
-on  grieved  aitoTher,  unless  he  loved  him.  True 
it  is.  that  a  man  may  regret  that  he  had  injured 
hia  neighbor,  not  because  he  loved  him,  hut  be¬ 
cause  by  that  injury  he  has  disgraced  or  dama¬ 
ged  himself,  or  put  it  into  the  power  of  hia  neigh¬ 
bor  to  inflict  upon  him,  as  great,  or  a  greater  re¬ 
taliatory  injury.  There  is  a  sorrow  which  is  the 
expression  of  pure  love,  and  there  is  another 
which  is  the  expression  of  pure  selfishness.  If 
there  can  he  repentance  without  love,  then 


an  ungodly  person  could  at  the  same  lime  exer¬ 
cise  godliness.  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover. 
Angels  rejoice  over  penitents,  but  how  could 
they,  if  their  hearts  were  not  right  in  the  sight  of 
God,  and  they  yet  the  objects  of  God’s  displea¬ 
sure  ? 

If  a  man  is  a  penitent,  even  in  the  smallest  de¬ 
gree,  he  is  a  Christian  ;  he  loves  God,  has  given 
up  and  hates  his  sins.  The  bible  no  where  savs, 
that  |ve  must  repent  a  certain  length  of  time,  be¬ 
fore  we  can  be  Christians ;  but  every  man’s  re¬ 
pentance  is  pn>pnrtioiied  to  his  sense  of  sin,  after 
he  has-  embraced  simreme  love  to  God.  “  He 
Ihat  hveth  is  bom  of  God.”  The  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  says,  “  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  this 


After  a  thing  is 
made  necessary,  in  my  apprehension,  it  is  of  lit¬ 
tle  avail  to  talk  of  freedom.

In  their  endeavors  wliile  convicted,  they  aim 
at  converting  God,  and  to  bring  him  to  their 
terms.  But  when  they  wholly  justify  God,  and 
view  him  as  altntrether  right,  and  ready,  and  just 
as  he  should  be,  and  wholly  condemn  themselves 
as  wrong,  then  it  is  that  they  turn  and  n^nt, 
and  are  prepared  to  say,  like  Ephraim,  “  When 
I  was  turned,  I  repent^.” 

From  these  remarks  we  cannot  but  see,  that 
it  is  wrong  to  call  convicted  sinners  either  peni- 
ienti  or  mourners.  It  is  cruel,  because  it  deceives 
them,  and  makes  them  think  thst  they  are  right 
already,  when  they  were  never  farther  from  it. 
It  makes  them  think,  that  they  are  already  doing 
the  best  they  can,  and  that  their  efiorts  are  right¬ 
ly  directed,  when  they  are  not — when  they  are 
all  the  time  waxing  worse  and  worse. 

It  is  wicked,  because  it  is  to  pity  the  sinner, 
while  he  is  abusing  God.  It  is  to  blame  God,  and 
justify  the  sinner,  because  it  assures  him  that  he 
is  ready,  snd  willing,  and  humbled  ;  yet  God  is 
so  cruel  and  hard-hnrted,  he  will  not  receive 
him. 

h  is  dangerous,  because  it  encourages  the  sin¬ 
ner  to  persist  in  resisting  the  Holy  Ghost,  who 
demands  hia  immediate  submission. — Because  it

adherence  to  it,  instead  of  enervating  practical 
godliness,  will  be  found  to  be  the  life  of  iL  Doc¬ 
trinal,  experimental,  and  practical  religion,  are 
all  necessarily  connected  together:  They  can 
have  no  existence  aeparale  from  each  other.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL-  ASSOCIATION. 

IVhy  is  there  not  a  revival  of  Religion  in  every 
Sunday  School  ? 

This  is  a  question  which  was  discussed  not 
long  since  in  the  Association  of  Teachers  of  the 
New  York  S.  S.  Union,  at  one  of  their  meetings. 
If  the  Editor  of  the  Evangelist  shall  deem  the 
following  extracts  from  their  minutes  worthy  a 
place  in  his  paper,  he  is  requested  to  publish 
them. 

The  first  speaker  said — It  was  not  an  ordinary 
question.  It  became  us  to  enquire,  what  was 
trutli  ?  What  our  actual  duty  ?  And,  where 
the  blahne  was  to  be  justly  laid  ?  He  said  there 
were  revivals  in  Sunday  schoola,  and  through 
the  instrumentalitjr  of  truth.  If  there  is  not  a 
revival  ol  religion  in  all  (lie  schools,  it  is  not  be¬ 
cause  God  is  unwilling.  He  asked,  does  not  the 
blame  rest  on  S.  S.  teachers,  and  tlKWc  to  whom 
God  has  committed  children?  He  knew  of  a 
teacher,  who  had  twelve  scholars;  and  he  was 
told,  that  he  had  not  done  hi.s  duty.  He  imme¬ 
diately  laid  it  to  heart — repented  and  humbled 
himself— and  prayed  earnestly  to  God  for  his 
scholars,  and  all  of  them  were  converted.  He 
tltought  teachers  did  not  pray  enough ;  children 
were  not  properly  instructed.  The  instructions 
xvere  not  to  the  point ;  they  do  not  instruct  with 
tlic  lore  of  God  constraining  them,  aa  the  apostle 
Paul  exhorted.  He  said,  if  Sunday  school 
tcachejs  were  faithful  to  tlicir  children— if  they 
labored  fervently,  and  brought  the  truths  of  the 
bible  home  to  the  consciences  of  their  scholars, 
they  would  have  God’s  blessing.

Carroll,  Chautauque  Co. — From  Rev.  Isaao 
Eddy. — It  was  with  much  deliberatioo  and 
prayer  in  the  church,  and  with  much  trembling, 
that  we  concluded  to  invite  a  four  days  meeting, 
to  commence  on  the  14th  day  ofOctober,  at  sun¬ 
rise.

We  were  fully 
convinced,  that  it  is  not  by  might,  nor  by  power, 
but  by  tlie  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  that  sinnera  are 
awakened  and  brought  U»  repentance.  From  a 
small  beginning,  the  meeting  gradually  increased, 
both  in  numbers  and  interest ;  on  the  third  day, 
which  was  the  Sabbath,  the  meeting-hauSe  was 
foil  to  overflowing,^  and  hundreds  could  not  en¬ 
ter.  On  the  evening  of  this  day,  Ibr  the  first 
time,  the  anxious  were  called  for,  when  only  six 
came  forward,  but  the  anxious  every  day  in- 
crea.sed,  and  from  the  lOth  to  the  13lh,  eirtty 
presented  themselves.  The  character  of  the 
work  has  been  deep  and  ademn ;  a  few  casea  of  . 
very  great  horror  and  distress  have  been  wit¬ 
nessed,  and  three  or  four  almost  hopeless  back¬ 
sliders  have  been  reclaimed.  Hopeful  conver¬ 
sions  have  not  been  so  numerous,  nor  sudden,  as 
in  many  other  places.  Between  thirty  and  forty 
are  rejoicing  in  hope,  and  there  are  many 
anxious.  The  subjects  are  between  the  a«  of 
ten  and  sixty  years,  and  a  few  hard-tearted  op- 
posers  have  been  melted  into  contrition.  This 
IS  a  wonderful  instance  of  the  blessing  of  God  on 
weak  and  feeble  means.
